Tba Post 
of Arkansas is an old military fort, built 
long ago by the United Slatea, and is situ- 
ated OB die Arkaasaa rivar, nearly a bnndred 
miles abova ita aoafloaDoa witb tba Misria- 
sippi.

The Hon . S. S.Oox, tbe Democratic Bep- 
reseatative of tbe Colomboa (Ohio) district 
in Congress, lately delivered an oration in 

the City of New York on tbe suhject indi- 
cated in our caption.

Tbey aHake a great display of zeal 
io anpporthig the €lom r % mt snt; bot wbea we 
come to an analysis of their idea of Govern- 
ment, we find that it ia but a name — not 
even a aemUaLBe of what the Goaatitotioo 
contemplates, but a violation of its safe- 
guards aod goarraoties — in other words, 
usorpatioe:aod tyraoay. Ueorpalioa to the 
abdication of just constitutional powera and 
the assumption of arbitrary and lawless 
powers; and that is a correct definition of 
tbe spirit aod substance of despotism. 

How much longer most it be, ere we, the 
nominal votariea of free aad republican in- 
stitatioos learn, what even our school-boys 
and school -girls should know both theoretic- 
ally aod practically, that this thing wh*ch 
we call "go w e rnme ne* — the collective aggre- 
gate of all our i)olitic.Al institutions — is sim- 
ply a mere ageucy of tbe people, created, as 
it may be rightly altered, reformed or 
abolished, by their will, and for their bene- 
fit? Until tbe sovereign people sternly en- 
force thto fondamental prineiple', aad exact 
its practical recognition by every Depart- 
ment of Government, all the safeguards aod 
bulwarks for'the protection an-1 defence of 
human liberty and rights, will be exposed 
to demolition, and power, mere brute power, 
exercised by whomsoever may happen to 
control tbe military, will assign to the peo- 
ple the measure of their freedom, iodepen- 
denee and personal and politieal rights. — 
The perverted education to which we have 
alluded, is fast drifting us into the vortex of 
an nnreetrained military despotism. 

Wo cannot too often recur for light and 
guidance in tbe practical conduct of public 
affairs, to the great, elementary, fundament- 
al truths which uuJorlie our Constitution 
and permeate all our political iostitotioos. — 
Especially abontd thto be done in aeaaons of 
adversity. O that a political philosopher, 
like Thomaa Jefferson, thoroughly compre- 
hending tbe troe science of gavernmenb 
might rise again, to light xm thioagh the 
black darkness in which wa aie pitiably 
groping and blundering. 

A Meyro Arasy of 150,000 Mea to ke 

Rfiised— The Last Abolition Project. 

The last prrject of tbe insane politicians 
who now have conitui uf the A4»i»ia(rati<Mi 
at Washington is a bill to raise 150,000 ne- 
gro soldiers for the Army. The Chairman 
of the Committee of Ways and Means has 
introduced the bill, and on a lest vote the 
Administration party all supported it. Here 
it is: 

'Mr. Stevens (Penn.) introduced a bill 
setting forth that, as tha terms of tbe enlist* 
ment oi soldiers will soon expire, and as it is 
expedient to have eoldiera whoee eonstitu- 
tions peculiarly fit them for Sontheni eam- 
paignsi therefore. 

* Be it enacted. That tha President 13 au- 
thorized and required to raise, equip and 
organize 150,000 persons of color, of African 
descent, to serve five years, as artiilerv, in- 
fantry and cavalry, to receive fire dollars 
per month, the non-commissioned officers 
ten dollars, together with rations, &o.; one- 
half to be set aside for tbe oaa of their fami- 
lies, and in eaae of no families, tbe money 
to bereteioed fortbem until the expiration 
of their term of service; commissioned offi- 
cers to have the same pay 08 thoso in the 
Regular Army; company officers may be 
either white or black; and recruiting stations 
may be established either in the North or 
South.

present War on account of a dearth of food, 
we recommend tbe Census tables of I860.— 
Theo their indoatry waa mainly direeted to 

the growth of Cotton; now tbe production of 
tbe GereaU must claim their undivided at- 
teatiea. If that Ganaoa to te be relied upon, 
the South even then produced more human 
food, per head, than the North. The Se- 
ceded States, eleven in number, by that 
Census'grew, and owned In Live Stock, which 
includes all animals grown for fanman food. 
One Hundred and Ninety-four MillionaOns 
Hondred and Ninty-ooe Thousand Seven 
Hundred snd Nine Dollars worth; their total 
population, white aod l»laek of all ages, was 
then Seven Millfone Two Hondred Seventy- 
two Thousand Nine Hundred Sevei.ty eight, 
which gives to each human being an average 
value of Twenty-five Dollars and Thirty- 
two Certs in Live Stock. 

Tbe North, including Kentucky, Mary- 
land, Mtoaooti aad Deknsare, bad then a 
to'.al population of Sixteen Millions Ninety 
Thousand Three Hundred and Forty-nine, 
all told, white and black; tbey bed Pive 
Hundred and Forty-three Millions Nine 
Hundsed and Sizty-oioe Thousand Four 
Huodred aod Twenty Dollars in value of 
Live Stock; making an average of Twenty- 
one Dollars and Seventy-three Gents to each 
inhabitant. 

Of Wheat, the North grew an average of* 
five bushels and eight pounds, the Sooth 
two bosbeto and twenty-seven poonda. Of 
Indian Corn, the North grew twenty one 
aud two-tbirda bushels, the South thirty- 
three bushels. Of Rioe, the North grew none, 
aga'nEt twenty-nine pounds to each inhabi- 
tant in the South. Of Sugar, the North pro- 
duced taro and one-eight pouLda, against 
tbir'y-fourand one-half pounds in the Sonth. 

Of Butter, the North produced so near all 
as to permit of no eomparison, and the same 
of Cheese. The whole South produced less 
than One Million peonds of Butter, for over 
Seven Millions of people, and of Cheese in 
about the aame ratio; so we may reasonably 
infer, that now without the Northern sup- 
plies, that many Rebels eat their Bread with- 
out Butter, and that no Mouse in all Rebal- 
dom ever gets a nibble at Cheese. 

The tobies however very clearly demon- 
strate the fact, that with nou-intercourse 
forever they can never want for food; their 
Wheat and Com will make all and more 
Bread and Animal food, than they can possi- 
bly consume. To this add their excess of 
Eiee and Sugar over oars and they have ab- 
solutely more food ressnrces than ourselves. 
The interdiction therefore of trade between 
the two Countries is against t<« in this War^ 
it has injured Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, IlliDois 
aod Kentucky incalculably and has failed to 
weaken the Sooth. It may be asked then 
why food sells so high in the Seceded States 
if the supply isabundeot. It rs from the 
foflatioo of Government Scrip, used as a cir- 
culating medium. It takes Two Dollan and 
fifty cents of this irredeemable Scrip to com- 
mand one real hard Dollar, with a stil' 
further daily depreciation. 

This groat depreciation is not from want 
of confidence aaeong the Bebel common ity, 
nor does it arise from want of ability to 
meet their War debt, as their average wealth 
per head willahow a higher average than

A regiment, by army regulation, consists 
of one thoussod men.

An army 
corps consists usually of not less than twen- 
ty thousand men commanded by a Major 
General. So that for war and 'other pur- 
poses,' there would be an army of one 
hundred thousand negroes, officered by one 
hundred Majors, one hundred Llentenani 
Colonels, one hundred Colonels, twenty 
Brigadier Oeoerals, and five Major Generals 
—all negroes.
